The document D1 discloses all the features of claim 1 (cf. D1: first ^stand 12 
second stand 12, elongated element 12, projecting element 12 and bow 34). 
The subject-matter of claim 1 , therefore, is not new in the sense of Art.de 
33(2) PCT. 

Each of the documents D2-D12, considered independently from D1 , is also 

considered to destroy the novelty of claim 1 (see figures). 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from the exercising device disclosed in 

document D1 3 only in that the two handles 34 are joined as a connecting 

portion. 

This feature, however, is considered to be merely one of few straightforward 
possibilities from which the skilled person would select, in accordance with 
circumstances, without the exercise of inventive skill. 
Claim 1 is not inventive over D13 (Article 33(3) PCT). 

Dependent claims 2-1 2 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the 
PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step. 
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
